WITH TIMES AND APPROXIMATE TIMES. THE DOCUMENT WAS DISTRIBUTED 
BY THE BLOCKS ON^ THE BACK OF IT. I THEN SENSE THERE WAS WIRING 
ON THE GROUND. 

I SENSED THAT A MAN WROTE THE DOCUMENT. HE WAS IN A HIGH 
POSITION AND THIS DOCUMENT HAD SUMMARIES, PICTURES, AND REQUIRED 
STUDIES.
